Dent Middle School prides itself on its commitment to
provide a world class education. With over 1,240 students
and a variety of choice and magnet programs, we take to
heart our theme of “New Beginnings, Endless Possibilities.”
2009-2010 was a banner year as our school, students, and
faculty were recognized for outstanding achievements in a
variety of areas. Our school goals were to increase the
academic achievement of all students, to implement
initiatives to improve students’ interpersonal and
intrapersonal skills, to improve teacher quality and
performance, and to positively promote the school and its
programs to parents and the community. As a result of our
efforts, we demonstrated excellence in all aspects of
academics, the arts, and family relations.

This school year, we earned recognition as a finalist for the
Carolina First Palmetto’s Finest Award. Dent Middle School
was noted as a 2010 Red Carpet School, acknowledged
for providing a family-friendly school environment.
Furthermore, we also were recognized for the being home
of the South Carolina Association of School Administrators’
Middle School Principal of the Year and of the South
Carolina Career Specialist of the Year.

Thirty-eight of our students earned State Recognition and
five students qualified for Grand Recognition in the Duke
Talent Identification Program. Sixty-four of our eighth grade
students were recognized by the State Department of
Education as Junior Scholars for their performance on the
PSAT. One of our seventh grade students posted a perfect
score of 800 on the math section of the Scholastic Aptitude
Test (SAT), and once again we boasted the title of state
MATHCOUNTS champions. Our symphonic band,
orchestra, and chorus all received ratings of “Superior” at
their state concert festivals. Several of our students were
awarded superior ratings at Solo and Ensemble Festival
and were selected for All Region and All State Bands. As a
result, our symphonic band earned the Outstanding
Performance Award as recognized by the South Carolina
Band Directors’ Association.

While continuing to promote our goals of teaching and
learning, strides have been made to ensure our continued
progression to meet the unique needs of our diverse
student body. President John F. Kennedy stated, “Our
progress as a nation can come no swifter than our
progress in education.”
